SPLENDID CROP ALL OVER WEST 


C. N. R. Report Shows Excellent 
Yield In Every Part of 
The West 


Calgary. —Cutting is now thropgh in 
the west and threshing would be well 
under way if it was not for the wet 
weather, according to the crop report 
issued by the Canadian Northern rail- 
way. 

On the Battleford subdivision the 
Radission agent says: ‘The best crop 
ever chronicled. Farmers pleasantly 
surprised at what threshing has re- 
vealed. Local farmers will have a 
yield of 38 1-2 bushels to the acre 
while the average crop will easily be 
40 bushels per acre. This station will 
market nearly o million bushels: and 
will grade about number 3 Northern. 

Threshing operations have been ma- 
terially affected in Manitoba by the 
wet weather and on the Dauphin sub- 
division it is only about half finished, 
The average yield around Plumas will 
be 20 bushels to the acre, grading No. 
2 Northern. 

The Vermilion sub-division is back- 
ward owing to a snowstorm delaying 
threshing operations. 

Along the main line to Edmonton 
the weather has been fairly good and 
threshing is well under way. 

The cutting is through, but the in- 
dications are that the grade will be 
low, either No. 3 or 4 Northern, 

Letellier on the Ridgeville line 
shows a good season but the threshing 
has been held up by poor weather. 

Miami reports that 105,000 bushels 
have so far been shipped and this re- 
presents less than half the crop. 


Carman reports marketing of. grain | 


to be rapid although delayed by wet 
weather. Sanford has marketed 65,000 
bushels, this being about 30 per cent. 
of the crop. 

The estimate at Hartney for the 
wheat crop of that district is 225,000 
bushels. 

Threshing is general on the Regina 
branch.

bushles to the acre, grading 3 to 6) 


Northern. 

On the Rossburn line threshing has 
not yet commenced although cutting 
is completed.

At Bowman on the Erwood subdivis- 
ion wheat will average 30 bushels, 
oats 35 bushels and barley 40 bushels 
to the acre. 

At Aylesbury on the Saskatoon sub- 
division the wheat is coming in fast 
and an average of 40,000 bushels is 
being markéted daily. At Chamber- 
lain, on the same section oats will run 
as high as 140 bushels to the acre and 
will average 60 to 70 bushels.

Ottawa.—That the terrible tragedy 
which took place last winter, when In- 
spector Fitzgerald and three North- 
west. Mounted Police were frozen to 
death while transporting mails. be- 
tween Dawson and Fort McPherson, 
will not be repeated, is the news 
brought by Major Howard, of the R. 
N. W. M. P., who was formerly sta- 
tioned in Dawson, and himself made 
the same trip several times. 

“All along the route there have been 
stations placed,” said Major Howard, 
“with food for men and food for dogs. 
There is absolutely no danger of pro- 
visions running short with these in 
between.”” 

Major Howard claimed that the 
tragedy was caused: by the unneces- 


sary risk which Inspector Fitzgerald | 


took when he went on the trip. 

“He had done it so often that he 
probably thought he could do it on 
his head, but really every time a 
man makes the trip he takes his life 
in his hands,” he declared.

ALBERTA INDEMNITY INCREASES 


Census Returns Will Show Alberta 


With 400,000 Population 

Edmonton, Alta.—The census figures 
for Alberta are not yet officially an- 
nounced, but ,it is known that the re- 
sult of this province will be on the 
verge of the 400,000 population that is 
necessary to an increased Dominion 
indemnity of $200,000 a year for the 
next five years. 

The census returns are made in the 
form.of population for Dominion elec- 
toral ridings, of which there are seven 
in Alberta, The results known up to 
date are as follows: Macleod riding, 
50,000; Lethbridge, 70,000, or to be ac- 
curate 70,200; Red Deer, 60,000 or to be 
accurate 60,100; Strathcona, 50,00; Ed- 
monton, 60,000; Victoria, 46,000. Thus 
for six of the seven ridings in Alberta 
the total is within a few hundreds of 
336,000 population. 

The only riding from which returns 
are not yet available is that of Cal- 
gary. In order to give the province of 
Alberta the 400,000 population neces- 
sary for the increased indemnity, Cal- 
gary riding must show 64,000 popula- 
tion,

Experience of “The Minto’? Shows 
That Regort of Shoal Water at 
Port Nelson is a Myth 


Winnipeg.—Word has just reached 
Winnipeg from the north that the 
government teamer Minto arrived 
safely at Port Nelson on August 11. 
The Minto’s mission into Hudson bay 
and Port Nelson is for the purpose of 
preparing an accurate chart of Port 

elson, the informant who was aboard 
her, stated that she did not anchor 
outside the harbor some ten miles, as 
is the usual custom of the Hudson’s 
Bay company’s ships, but instead she 
continued on into the mouth of the 
Nelson river, well inside of a line be- 
{tween the two beacons. 

While she was passing up the har- 
bor her draught was 22 feet and it was 
also low tide at the time. There was

On the rest of 
the line from Omega westward grad- 
ing was commenced in May of this 
year and up to last month fifty per 
cent. of it had been completed up to 
mile sixty. This line when completed 
will permit of a new route from Port- 
land, Oregon, to St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis, Chicago, and it will also open up 
a very fertile country. 

From Swift Current there ‘are bein;

Rome.—It jis officially announced’ by 
the Italian Minister of War that an 
Italian merchantman, flying the white 
flag, was ‘‘treacherously” attacked by 
a Turkish vessel, off the shore of 
North Albania. The Italian destroyer 
Artigliere which went to the assist- 
ance of the merchantman was slightly 
damaged by shots from the Turkish 
eraft and its commander wounded, 
The Turkish damage is unknown, 

London.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Constantinople says that the 
greater part of the Turkish fleet has 
arrived there. It is unknown whether 
the fleet was summoned in order to 
convince the doubtful public of its 
survival, or whether it was sent by 
the committee of union and progress 
to persuade parliament that it would 
not be wise to refuse to vote confi- 
dence in the new ministry. < 

A Salonika dispatch to the Times 
says that the committee of union and 
progress has drawn up a long procla- 
mation to Europe, protesting and ap- 
pealing against Italy’s “criminal and 
unjustifiable aggression.” 

Berlin.—The correspondent of the 
Wolff bureau, telegraphing from De- 
hibat on the Tunisian frontier under 
a recent date says: 

“Six soldiers and six Jews were kill- 
ed and five soldiers and one Jew were 
wounded during the bombardment of 
Tripoli. Europeans of whom there are 
still 4,000 in Tripoli, were unharmed, 
(The house of the interpreter of the 
German consulate was badly dam- 
aged, but the shells from the Italian 
fleet did comparatively slight damage 
in the city. 

Athens.—Besides calling out the re- 
servists in Epirus on Oct. 3, the gov- 
ernment proposes to mobilize part of 
the reservists in Thessaly. The num- 
ber will be limited to a few thousand,

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Lesson, Ezra i, I-11; li, 64- 
70—Memory Verses, i, 3, 4—Golden 
Text, Mic. vii, 18—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. OD. M. Stearns. . 


As we turn to the story of the re- 
turn from Babylon some words come 
to mind such as these: ‘Every pur- 
pose of the Lord shall be performed,” 
“Whatsoever the Lord pleased that 
did He,” “He worketh all things after 
the counsel of His own will” (Jer. li, 
298; Ps, cxxxv, 6; Eph. 6:, 11). 

Compare the previous chapter, 
verses 21, 22, and the words of the 
Lord Jesus in Luke xxiv, 44, ‘All 
things must be fulfilled which were 
written in the law of Moses and in 
the prophets and in the psalms con- 
cerning Me.” All the predictions con- 
cerning the ‘captivity of Israel and 
Judah were fulfilled, and now under 
Ezra and Nehemiah the predictions 
concerning the return from captivity 
are to be fulfilled, God controlling the 
hearts of kings to bring it about. Just 
as surely shall all predictions concern. 
ing a still future restoration be ful- 
filled, and they shall then be plucked 
up no more nor see evil any more. 
Neither shall they weep any more. 
(Amos ix, 15; Zept. iii, 15; Isa. xxx, 
10). The Lord shall be their everlasy 
ing light, and the days of their mourn- 
ing shall be ended (Isa. ix, a 

e is quite able to accomplish all 
that He has purposed, and it is our 
privilege to walk with Him and_see 

im do it. If we are abiding in Him 
He may use us, but He will work out 
His eternal purpose, and He cannot 
fail nor be discouraged (Eph. iii, 11; 
Isa, xlii, 4). He may use a Cyrus or 
Darius, an Ezra of a Nehemiah, but 
He is ever saying, “I will work, and 
who shall hinder it?” (Isa, xliii, 13.) 

Cyrus is one of the seven men men- 
tioned by name before they were born, 
Isaiah speaks of him as God's chosen 
one over 1§0 years before he came on 
earth (Isa. xliv, 28; xlv, 17), just as 
Josiah was mentioned by name and 
some things that he would do about 
300 years before he was born (I Kings 
xlll, 2; 11 Kings xxiii, 15-17). How in- 
spiring are the words, “I am God, and 
there is none else; I am God, and 
there is none like Me, declaring the 
end from the beginning, and from an- 
cient times the things that are not yet 
done, saying, My counsel shall stand, 
and I will do all My pleasure.” 
“Known unto God are all His works 
from the beginning of the world” (Isa, 
xlvi, 9-11; Acta xv, 18). 

It was the Lord who stirred up the 
spirit of Cyrus, the king, to send Ezra 
and the people back to Jerusalem to 
build the house of the Lord God of 
Israel, and it was He who stirred u 
the hearts of all who went bac 
(verses 1, 5). Cyrus acknowledged 
that it was the Lord God of heaven 
who had made him ruler over the-- 
kingdoms of this world and had 
charged him to build the house at 
Jerusalem (verses 2-4), and he called 
for volunteers to go up and do this, 
commanding those who did not go to 
help in every way those who went, 

It is all important to notice this, for 
the church seems to have forgotten it 
and is giving itself up to schemes of 
every kind to draw money from peo- 
ple who are not interested and who 
lave no art in the Lord’s work, not 
being children of God, Notice in Ex. 
xxxv, 5-29; xxxvi, 7, that the ma- 
terial for the tabernacle had to be 
willingly offered, and they brought so 
abundantly that Moses had to ask 
them to stop bringing, as more than 
enough had come in for all the work. 

Concerning the temple, David said, 
“IT have prepared with. all my might 
for the house of my God, because I 
have set my affection to the house of 
my God.”

The finest of tortoise shell is said 
to be that which comes from the In- 
dian archipelago, although much of 
that obtained on the Florida coast is 
of the very best quulity, says the Sci- 
entific American. There are three 
rows of plates on the back of the 
animal called ‘blades’ by the fisher- 
men, In the central row are five 
plates, and in each of the others four 
plates, the latter containing the best 
material, Besides these there are 
twenty-five small plates around the 
edges of the shell, known as ‘‘feet’’ or 
‘noses,’ The biggest turtle does not 
furnish more than sixteen pounds of 
shell, Formerly the undershell was 
discarded as worthless, but now it is 
much esteemed for its delicacy of 
coloring. Sometimes imitation of tor- 
toise shell is made of the horns of 
cows,

ronto University he obtained his medi- 
cal education at Queen’s University, 
Kingston. ’ 

Dr. Reeve will be seventy years of 
age next year, but he does not look it, 
and he has as steady a hand and as 
ood an eye in the operating room as 

e had when he began practice the 
yeee the first Dominion Day was cele- 

rated, Dr. Reeve is a prominent 
member of the Ophthalmological So. 
ciety of the United Kingdom, and 
some of his ‘notes on the treatment 
of diseases of the ores contributed to 
that learned body have attracted at- 
tention throughout the world.—Family 
Herald.

The “Untouchables” Reach the Leweet 
Depthe of Human Woe. 

The “untouchables” of India reside 
fo Uttle huts made of palm leaves or 
mud, without windows, and witb a 
single doorway, usually so smal! that 
even a child must stoop in order to 
enter it, containing absolutely no fur- 
aiture, except a few rudely buked 
earthen pots and pans, 

Generally there is no bedstead of 
any kind, the whole family sleeping 
huddled up on the bare dirt floor, 
which is commonly plastered with cow 
dung. A few rags cover their persons, 
and these are worn night and day. 
Thelr fnancial condition precludes 
eeting more than one meal a day, and 
this oftener than not is far from 
hunger appeasing and {s seldom cal- 
culated to appeal to the palate. For 
this wretched existence they must 
work bard and Jong hours. 

On account of the filthy condition 
in which they live disease is rampunt 
among them. According to the last 
census, eighty-eight out of every 100,- 
000 people of the depressed classes are 
afflicted with leprosy, in the matter 
of education they are as deficient as 
they are in every other virtue. Ac- 
cording to the report of the director 
general of public instruction of Bom- 
bay, barely five out of 1,000 of the 
pariah children of the presidency of 
School going age attend school. 

In one word, these fifty-three odd 
millions of Hindus are not only soci- 
ally but also intellectually, physically, 
financially and morally submerged.— 
Saint Nihal Singh tn Southern Work- 
man, 


FREEZES THE LUNGS. 


When Intensely Cold Alr Is Breathed 
In Through the Mouth. 

“] asked an Alaskan pioneer who 
was crossing to his old home in Swe- 
den what happened when the ther- 
mometer goes down to 60 and 80 de- 
grees below zero,” said a Seattle man. 
“At 60 degrees below,” he said, “the 
exposed ears, hands or nose will freeze 
in going a quarter of a mile under 
ordinary circumstances, but the chil- 
dren go to and come from school as 
usual without suffering from the cold, 
provided thelr faces and hands are 
protected, 

“They soon get used to it. But cau- 
tion must be used to avoid drawing the 
cold air into the lungs, and it is dan- 
gerous to breathé through the mouth. 
More die from pneumonia brought on 
by freezing the lungs io that way than 
from any other form of exposure. 
Horses are pfotected by breathing 
bags, which extend down from the 
nose of the animal about eighteen 
inches and are open at the bottom 
The breath which is @xhaled warms 
the air in the bag before it is inhaled 
and drawn info the lungs. And men 
wear a ‘parky’ cr beaddress which ex- 
tends over the fuce and affords similar 
protection.

A pumber of towns and villages In 
the United States are situated on state 
boundary jines. ‘I'he names of some of 
(hese are formed on the model of what 
Lewis Carroll called “portmantenu” 
words. Delmar and Marydell, for exe 
ainple, are on the tine between Marys 
lund and Delaware, Pen Mar ts on the 
VPeunsylivania and Maryland line. Mo- 
ark is named from Missouri (Mo.) and 
Arkansas (Ark.). Texarkana is partly 
to Texus and partly in Arkansas. Iill- 
apa is op or nenr the Indiana tine, 
State Line, which {8 balf tn Connecti- 
cut and half in New York, with ru- 
merous Instances Of the sort in other 
states, isa self explanatory name. 

Other border towns whose names do 
not Indicate their positicn are Port 
Chester (New York and Connecticut), 
Blackstone (Massachusetts and Rhode 
island), Westerly (Rhode Island and 
Connecticut), Kansas City (Missourt 
and Kansas), Guthrie and Fulton 
(each partly in Kentucky and partly tn 
Tennessee), Harrison and Union City 
(in Indiana and Ohio), and Great Falls 
(New Hampshire and Maine). What le 
virtually one town on the border 
boundary of Tennessee and Virginia ts 
legally known as Bristol on the Ten- 
nessee side and Goodson on the Vir 
ginia side. A number of smaller towns 
might be added to the list —New York

FINDS NEW RASE, 


Explorer Stefansson Makes Discovery 
In Arctic, B.C, 


A race of people who had never 
before beheld a white man or an 
Indian, has been discovered in the 
Arctic regions of British Columbia by 
Vilhjmar Stefansson, the explorer who 
left in April, 1908, according to a let- 
ter received from him recently. 

In his letter, which is dated “Mouth 
of the Dease River, Oct. 18, 1910’— 
and is the first intelligence received 
from the party within a year—Stefans- 
son says: 

“It doesn’t look on the map that we 
have done much; we have had pre- 
decessors in Dolphin and Union 
Straits—ours is merely the first winter 
journey, and the first land journey, 
Ethnologically, we have done some- 
thing, however, and geographically 
too, for we have discovered people in 
a region supposed to be uninhabited, 
and have lived a few months among 
people who had never seen a white 


man or an Indian (though they had 


heard of both), and did not even 
know I was not an Eskimo—go little 
were they informed on what white 
men are like. We have discovered 
“skimo (in speeca and habits) who 
are Scandinavians in appearance, 

“This tind is the beginning of the 
solution of one of two problems: 
‘What became of sume of Franklin's 
men?’ 

“What became of the three thousand 
Scandinavians who disappeared from 
Greenland in the fifteenth century? 

“Or, if neither of these questions is 
to be answered, then we have intro- 
duced a new problem of scientific in- 
terest: Why do some of the people of 
Victoria Land differ markedly from 
the rest of their race? Why are they 
so European in type? 

‘Besides this discovery, which was 
a chance happening, we have done 
our routine work as well as we could, 
We have discovered no large, un- 
known rivers, but we have discovered 
the non-existence of a stream which 
the maps make the size of the Hud- 
son River—when the Kiver La Ron- 
viere disappears from the map I shall 
feel I have done some house cleaning 

“We have found a certain cape to 
be an island and a certain island to 
be a cape; we know the source of 
Rae River, of which only the mouth 
and lowest ten miles were seen by 
Dr. Rue, And a few other odd things 
we have done tiat are in the nature 
of discoveries, But, of course, if we 
deserve any credit it will be more 
for our routine work than for any dis- 
coveries properly so-called,”
